2. Claims 2-1 1,13-22 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Claims 6-9,2-5:The prior art fails to teach or make obvious an apparatus comprising the 
combination of a dual inertia lost motion assembly including a motor and a load, an acceleration 
error determiner generating an acceleration error, a low-pass acceleration filter filtering the 
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acceleration error and having a gain set as a percentage of the total inertia, and a controller 
including a second order velocity error filter having a velocity error time constant and wherein 
the acceleration error filter has an acceleration error time constant. 

Claims 10,11,13-22:The prior art fails to teach or make obvious an apparatus comprising 
the combination of a dual inertia lost motion assembly including a motor and a load, an 
acceleration feedback loop including a low-pass acceleration filter having a gain set as a 
percentage of the total inertia, and a controller including a second order velocity error filter 
having a velocity error time constant and wherein the acceleration error filter has an 
acceleration error time constant
